Gentleman who fpoke laft, in many points, particularly 
in the care and difpatch ufed in the canftrudtion of the fhipping. 
This was an article that we did not fufficiently attend to; for 
when it was {tated by the Noble Lord who brought up thofe 
eftimates to the table, that we fhould haveAfeven thips of the 
line added to our ftock this year, and ten more the next, we 
muft confider the wear end tear of our fhipping on the other 
hand, and that this annual addition would never {trengthcn our 
navy, fo as to enable Great Britain to cope with the Houfe of 
Bourbon. 

He obferved, that one principal obftacle advanced againft our 
not having-a navy adequate to the magnitude of the war we 
were engaged in, was the want of fhipwrights, This he was 
free to confefg partly might be the cafe ; but inflead of fitting 
down and lamenting this defect, no remedy had been applied, 
no fcheme propofed to meet or alleviate fo great an evil. If 
the Admiralty Board, he obferved, were fo active, as they 
would hold out to the world they were,and which their friends 
often affure this Houfe they are, they would look to other re- 
fources ;. they would employ houfe carpenters and joiners, who 
thoygh perhaps not fo expert in laying the keels of thipping, 
would be more fo in flooring, in making window and door c.- 
fes,-and many other articles onboard a fhip, in their imme- 
diate line of profefion: that in procefs of time too thefe houfe 
carpenters would inform themfelves of other particulars, which 
at firft they might be ignorant of, fo as in time to be compe- 
tent to all the building of a thip; but whether or not they 
could be made fo ferviceable in their lines, that much more 
expeditioa could be ufed, and the navy confeqnently increafed 
tu that degree of ftrength which #t ought to have, feeing we are 
fo encompaffed as we are on every fide by enemics of all deno- 
minations. 

Mr Penton {poke to many points, which were urged by the 
fpeakers againft the motion, and defended the Admiralty in 
réfpeét to the charge of their want of care and attention in the 
feveral departments they prefided over. That in the eftimates 
on the table were computed the expences of feven men of war, 
which were to be produced in the courfe of the current year, 
with ten more which were laid on the ftocks, and which he 
hoped would be ready early in the year following. ‘That every 
degree of difpatch was ufed in their conftruction, and every 
degree of encouragement held out to the thipwrights ; but that 
impoflibilities could not be performed. ‘That feemen was an- 
other great object with the Admiralty, and that they took eve- 
ry method to obtain them by: the higheft encouragement in re- 
gard to bounty-moncy that ever was known before ; but thar, 
in the wide extent of fo general a war, every defideratum could 
not be grafped: What induftry and unremitting attention could. 
do, he could affure the Committee, was done at the Board, of 
which he had the honour to be a Member, in as great a degree 
as perhaps was practicable. 

Mr Holdfworth faid, that the ftate of this country was in fo 
Perilous a fituation, that it behoved every man, whether in or 
out of Parliament, to make fair and proper enquiries into the

canfes of our fituation, and offér fach téntedies as. fuggetted ' 


themfelves as proper and efftGoal. Upon this inciple he 
had mace it his bufinefs to make thofe enquiries in as candid 
and impartial a manner as he could, and the refalt of them were 
fuch, as he was free to confefg, neither fuited she attention, or 
the economy of the board of Admiralty. Here Mr Hold- 
fworth went into a number of articles relative. to the {tate of 
our dock-yards, fleets, &c. which he did by a facceffion of 
queries, addrefled to thofe who defended the conduct of the 
board of Admiralty. He afked whether there were not great 
abafes in ahe article of chips in the feveral dock-yards? Whe- 
ther when thofe chips were carried away there were not feve- 
ral logs of wood purpofely covered under them, which, in a 
courfe of long praGtice mult be a very great expenge tu the 
public? He afked whether there were not feveral abufes prac- 
tifed in the felling the matts, fails,.and rigging of captured 


veffels ?) And whethersmany of thofe articles were not in fach ™ 


a conditien that they could be applicd with yery [ittle expence 
to our own fhipping? ‘Here he mentioned a-particthir abufe 
in this la(t erticle, which-he faid he was well warranted to ftare 
to the Committee. The fact was as follows: That in one of 
the thips captured by Sur George Brydges Rodney, the malts, 
fails, &c. were fo good, that they oat be immediately ofed, 
and applied to any of var own fhips; but inftead of sdogelon 
fo proper and @conomical a method, they were purpofely cut 
up into junks and p.cces of cordage, and in that manner fold. 
for a mere trifle. ‘his he defeanted on as fubverfive of all or- 
der, attention, or ceconomy; but lamented that the matter did 
not re{t there ; for that it was commdna in the fales uf ftores 
by auction to fell thofe ftores infinitely under their real value ; 


_at one of which he was well affured, that for what the purcha- 


fer paid government*but 2001. the partics concerned on the 
fame day fold the-fame lot for above double the fam. Before 
he fat down he mentioned a nymber of partigulars of the fame 
complexion ; all of which, he obferved, demanded much en- 
quiry and much reformation, particulurly at atime when the 
nation was, as it were, bowed down with expenditures of eve- 
ry defcription, 

Mr Hufgey obferved, there was a fallacy in the ftarement of 
the eftimates, under the article of feven thips more being ad- 
ded to the navy this year, and ten the next; for out of this 
number. three were built by the Eaft-India Company ; fo that 
deduéting thofe three out of the firft feven, there was in fact 
but an addition of four fhips, and for thofe four.fhips the na- 
tion had to pay 280,050]. more even than the extraordinaries 
of laft year, After commenting on this and other matters in 2 
very {pirited manair, he adverted to the prefent ftare of the 
French navy, which he was informed by a gentlema# who 
rig! sess their dock yards, was molt formidably refpeCable ; 
he obferved, that mentioning an & nglifaman’s beisg pernnitte 
to vifit French dock-yards, may Sa Vera : 
the Committee, that the anfwer given by the French Commif- 
fioner to his friend who applied for leave to fee thofe dock- 
yards, was fuch as he could with notto mention as a fact ; it was 
as follows :—* Yes, Sir, by all means. Lalt war we hada 
poverty in our fleet, which policy prevented us from fhewing, 
but now-that we have a degided {aperiority, every Englifhman 
is welcome to fee our fleets ; they are fuch as do honour to 
our marine department.”? In addition to this anecdore, Mr 
Hoffey mentioned adother, which was, the Commiflioner in 
fhewing his friend the dock-yards at Breit, pointed out to him 
a 74 gun man of war whieh was then jult aunched, and was 
but ninety-five days in building, and tbat in ten days after, fhe 
had all her guns’and provifions on board for' fix months. Thefe 
circumttances, he verily believed, were facts, and’he had fome 
thoughts of bringing the gentleman who teld them to him to 
the bar ef the Honfe; to inform them of ether particulars, but 
that he did not defire to have his fame Khowao upon the oc- 
cafion. : 

Colonel Barre fapported feveral of the fas ftated by thofe 
who oppofed the motion, particularly the fuperior expedition 
uifed in building the French navy,, and the want of attention 
paid by the Board of Admiralty in providing thipwrights and 
failors. He tuok a forcible review of the arguments on both 
fides, and feverally obferved upon them. He concluded on 
the whole, that he would with by no means to combat the elti- 
mates laid on the table, provided they were proved to him in 
any manner that he could, with a fafe confcience, rely on ; for 
that given in the loofe manner they were ftated, he felt himfclf 
unequal to difprove them by facts ; he would therefore willing- 
ly put the matter to a fair iffue, by bringing the Comptroller of 
the Navy before the bar of the Houfe, and let him fay what 
his opinion of the eftimates were. He declared folemnly to 
God, -he did not know what his opinidh vould be, not feeing 
him for tweaty years back ; nay, fays the Colonel, do I fo 
much. as’ recolle& him ; but I know and refpeét his character, 
that he is an honourable man, a true and faithful fervant to the 
Crown; and, from the report of fuch a man, I thould feel my- 
felf perfectly fatisfied. 

Lord Howe faid, that the queftion before the Committee 
feemed to be much of the fame nature as that before the Houfe 
on Thurfday night laft, and therefore thought it required a par- 
ticular explanation from the Board of Admiralty, which he 
had not as yet heard. His Lordfhip did not apply himfelf di- 
redily to the queftion, but fpoke in a defultory manner ; he ad- 
verted, or rather alluded to many defeéts in the conduct of the 
Admiralty, and {trongly hinted, that none but a profeflional 
man fhould be at the head of that Board; his Lordihip, by 
way of illuftration, obferying, that the man who could make a 
piece of mechan'fm was the propereft’ man to fet it a-going. 
‘Towards the clofe of his fpeech (a great. part of which was 
lot from the low manner in which he fpoke) he adverted to 
t ¢ cebate on ‘Thurfday night laft, and faid, as far as the qu = 
{tion was framed, it met his wifhes and fupport; but had his 
Honourable friend carried his queftion, and followed it by one 
which, he faid, he intended to make, viz. the removal of Lord 
Sardawich from the Head of the Admiralty, he believed he 
{hould have put the previous queftion on it, as it was not men 
he wanted to remove, but meafuess nor did he at prefent

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know, if the Noble Lotd was removed, who would be called , 
to his place, as he knew of none that it would.-not be difficult 

for them to accept of it in the prefent critical firnation of affairs. 

He concluded by rechenaaelibe unanimity to all parties, ds

_ Lord Mulgrave replied to Lord Howe, and did not. fem 

to relith fome degree of irony, which, he faid, the noble Lord 

pointed at him; He paid great refpeat to the noble Lord’s gee 
neral talents, but he believed irony was not athodglt the num- 
ber. He then took up moft of the arguments. which had beeg 
made ufe of by thofe who oppofed ihe motion before the Com. 
mittee, and feyerally Femacked upon them. He particularl 
dwelt upon the want of thipwrights, and the faperior expedi- 
tion faid to be ufed by the French in the conftrndion of their 
thips of war. “Lo the firft of thefe, he obferved, it was caly to 
lay down remedies, but difficult to put them in execution ; for 
that thefhipwrights were a body of men who would not fo paf- “ 
lively admit hoxfe-carpenters to incorporate themfelves.. into 
their body, and give them the benefits of their trade and knows 
ledge ; that prejudices of this kind, partly founded in juftice, 
and partly in i@ereft, were very {trong in the middling clafles. 
of Englithmen ; that fach an attempt had been tried, and could 
not be rendered pradticable, and he feared, was ‘it to be fare~ 
ther urged, it might breed an infurre@tion. - :
